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NATIONS TO SIGN 
NAVY PACT TODAY 


U.S. To Lead Signatories 
to Famous Document; 
All Five To Sign.

LONDON, April 21.—(@)—The 
London naval treaty is ready to be 
signed and sealed tomorrow. 

Three months ago today the five- 
power disarmament negotiations were 
inaugurated. by King George and to- 
night the results are contained in a 
document of approximately 7,000 
words which rests at St. James pal- 
ace, where the final plenery session 


will begin tomorrow morning. 

As final arrangements were made 
this evening for the wind-up session, 
Colonel Henry L. Stimson broadcast 
from London his interpretation of the 
parley’s accomplishments, his words 
being directed to the luncheon of the 
Associated Press in connection with 
the annual meeting and being carried 
over the United States by a radio 
network. 

Colonel Stimson stripped disarma- 
ment of technical terms on tons and 
guns to probe deep into the underly- 
ing problems of world diplomacy and 
the progress of civilization in relation 
to national defense. 

“The past 14 weeks have given ine 
more confidence in my belief that 
peaceful methods of diplomacy can 
eventually take the place of war than 
anything I have witnessed since the 
last war drew to a close,” he said. 

As he saw it, the “result of -he 
conference has been to clarify issues 
and make their solution in the future 
more possibley In this way a long 
step forward has been made toward 
ultimate limitation by those nations 
which have not yet agreed on a com- 
plete limitation of their navies.” 

When the moment comes for signa- 
ture of the treaty tomorrow, expected 
between noon and 1p. m, (6 to 7 
a. m., eastern standard time), Colonel 
Stimson, as chief American delegate, 
will lead the line of envoys who will 
pass to the table on which the treaty 
rests—the “horseshoe” conference ta- 
ble in the great drawing room of St:

GANDHI PREPARED 
FOR FINISH FIGHT

BOMBAY, India, April 21.—Ma- 

hatma Gandhi served notice today 
that he will continue his fight for 
India’s independence no matter how 
serious the situatiom becomes through 
native clashes. with police. 

Although he reiterated his policy of 
passive resistance and non-violence, he 
said that. recent riots in Chittagong, 
Calcutta and Karachi demonstrated 
the widespread sentiment against 
British rule. 

“There can be no suspension of the 
fight, no retracing of steps,” said the 
mahatma, who once abandoned a simi- 
lar struggle because wholesale violence 
resulted. 

Gandhi said he had read “with sad- 
ness” of the events at Chittagong, 
where armed iusurgents wrecked po- 
lice armories and staged a battle with 
police, in which nine persons were kill- 
ed. The disturbance showed there 
were men in Bengal who did not be- 
lieve in non-violence, he said, where- 
as he had hoped to achieve his ends 
without violent action. 

The mahatma said his volunteers 
had to:-fight an unequal struggle 
against violence by the government 
and violence’ by those among their 
own number who had no faith in mere 
passive resistance.

The percentage in 
favor of repeal is larger, while that in 
favor of modification is smaller. Also 
the percentage of those in favor of 
enforcement as compared to those fa- 
voring outright repeal is smaller, 

While the poll is open to the peo- 
ple of Georgia and those out of the 
state as well, ballots were received 
Monday only from Atlanta, theré not 
having been sufficient time for out- 
of-town ballots to reach The Constitu-

Ohio State Prison Is In- 
ferno in Few Minutes 
After Incendiary Blazes 
Are Discovered. 


ATTEMPT TO ESCAPE 
BLOCKED BY MILITIA 


Machine Guns Guard 
Gates as Thousands of 
Prisoners Scream in Ter- 
ror or Attack Guards.

COLUMBUS, Ohio, April 21—~ 

(UN)—A brief fierce fire, set by 
prisoners themselves, made an inferno 
of the west cell block of the Ohio 
state penitentiary tonight and by mid- 
evening one of the greatest tragedies 
in recent history was in its final 
stage. 

At 9:30. p. m., three hours after 
the first fire broke. out and was 
fanned by a stiff west wind across 
the prison, it was officially estimated 
that over 300 convicts had been 
burned to death. : 

It was possible that this estimate 
might be revised either upward or 
downward. ' 

Glimpse of Hell. 

Three hundred more men were 
burned or overcome by smoke, and 
of these many were doomed to die. 

For more than three hours the sit- 
uation could be described as little 
less than a hell, 
hopelessly. Others attacked guards 
and released themselves and those of 
their comrades they could reach. 

Within a short time a good pro 
portion of the 4,950 men in the pris- 
on were out in the central yard—~« 
much like a university quadrangle. 

They wére frenzied with rage and 
excitement. Inside in cell blocks 
away from fire, the other thousands 
of convicts sereamed and cursed in 
fear that thev might have been aban- 
doned. 


Before even a semblance of order 
was restored, police had reinforced 
guards, a company of federal troops 
had reinforged the police, and a regi- 
ment of ndtional guardsmen had been 
called out. 


Breaks Threatened. 


Doctors, ambulances, army trucks, 
the soldiers, and others were mixed 
up*in a seething mass. 

The convicts in the yard threatened 
again and again to make a break for 
liberty through the central gate,

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FIRST VETO MESSAGE 


President Wants Issuance of 
Special Coins Stopped. 
Said Unwise. 


WASHINGTON, April 21.—(4)— | 
President Hoover made known to-' 
day his desire to stop the practice of 
authorizing the issuance of special 
coins to commemorate historical 
erents. 

In his first veto message to the 
house. the chief executive described 
the practice as “unsuitable and un- 
wise’ and returned the Hudspeth bill 
to authorize issuance of 100,000 50- 
cent silver pieces commemorative of 
the seventy-fifth anniversary of the 
Gadsden purchase, 

Asserting that the matter of is- 
suing the coins for the Gadsden pur- 
chase celebration itself was of no 
large importance, President Hoover 
wrote that similar proposals before 
eongress in the aggregate jeopardized 
the principles of sound coinage. 

“The monetary system of the coun- 
trv is created and exists for certain 
well defined and essentia! purposes,” 
the message read. “Sound practice de- 
mands that it should not be diverted 
to other uses.’ He added that “ex- 
perience has demonstrated that the 
necessities and convenience of the peo- 
ple can best be served and the integ- | 
rity of our coins can only be protect- 
ed from counterfeiting by. limiting the 
number of designs with which in the 
course of time the public can become 
thoroughly familiar.” 

(ommemorative coins, he said, in- 
troduced an element of confusions and 
lack of uniformity, increased the dan- 
ger of counterfeit coins being success- 
fully and stimulated counter- 
feiting because of the premiums at 
which they are sold. 

“The government,” he concluded, 
‘would be glad to assist such celebra- 
tions in the creation of appropriate 
medals which do not have coinage 
functions.” 

The Gadsden purchase coinage meas- 
ure was introduced by Representative 
Hudspeth, democrat, who is ill at 
his in El Paso, Texas, where 
the celebration of the purchase of the 
territory that borders Mexico in Ari- 
zona, New Mexico and the western- 
most corner of Texas is to be held 
July 5. 

Representative Simms, republican, 
New Mexico, who sponsored the meas- 
ure for his colleague, said the presi- 
dent might have overlooked the pur- 
poses of the celebration, which, he 
said, is to encourage better relation- 
ships hetween people in the border 
states and Mexico.

About the Net Income Tax. 

_ During the 1929 session of the leg- 
islature Representative Boykin, of 
Lincoln, largely on my pleading, in- 
troduced the net income tax bill. It 
was immediately pounced upon by 
some large net income receivers, both 
personal and corporate, who induced 
many of the legislators to think it un- 
constitutional. 

It fell to my lot to be asked by Mr. 
Boykin to argue its constitutionality 
before the house and senate commit- 
tees, which I did in opposition to Rob- 
ert C. Alston, Harold Hirsch and some 
lawyer members of the assembly. The 
committees leaned to my contention, 
favorably reported the bill and it was 
passed. 

But it was promptly attacked in 
the courts and its enforcement held 
up to await the judgment of the state 
supereme court. That decision came 
down last week, unanimously uphold- 
ing the constitutionality of the law. 
So the state has now the undoubted 
power to levy and collect a tax on 
incomes, net or gross-—the fairest tax 
levied by any government. And that 
tax fairly collected will go far to re- 
store the ability of the state to do 
business on a solvent basis.

The Boykin Act Decision. 
: The decision of the supreme court is 
in strict accord with the state consti- 
tution as written and intended to give 
power over taxation to the general as- 
sembly of the state. 

Now that, with striking unanimity.

It was disclosed that the subcom- 
mittee had conducted a secret inquiry 
for more than two weeks and had 
called several persous from Tennessee 
to testify with regard to the jurist’s 
official conduct.

The. solici- 
tor-general has been investigating the 
charges and it is suggested that the 
ballot boxes may be opened before the 
probe is closed. So far his investiga- 
tion has not been completed but the 
solicitor expects to develop informa- 
tion which will lead to the indictment 
of several persons for violation of the 
Georgia election regulations, he said.

And the ridicule to which 
I was subjected in several papers was something I had never looked 
for. So I have decided to turn over all the contracts for fighters 
I once owned to Walter Monahan.”

FOUL EPIDEMIC, 


EDGREN SAYS 


| Hips Can Be Turned To 


Received Blow Aimed 
at Stomach. | 


By. Robert Edgren. 


NEW. YORK, April 21.—One pos- 
sible explanatien for the epidemi¢ of 
fouls in boxing is that most boxers 


today crouch in such a way that it is 
difficult to hit them:a fair blow in 
the stomach;- and their own swings 
strike lower than swings from a stand- 
up position because the shoulders are 
held lower. And there is also the 
trick of turning the hips around so 
that a stomach punch will strike the 
hip.
